for buildinit of 


houses and laying out street* in the 
war work towns. 
It would be well if 


people who plan to build houses and 
cut up tracts of laud, would study the 
plans of the government, and follow 
them so Tar as possible. 


There are many towns where two 


story houses are built as close as 45 
per acre. The 
government in its! big 


development 
at 
Portsmouth, X. H.. 


permits only 10 to the acre. 


Land is so cheap on the outskirts of 


any town that H is folly to give a house 
less than 4000 feet of land. That is the 
minimum for health, safety from fire, 
and gardening purposes. 


One good point of the government 


development of the war work suburb at 
Philadelphia, is the requirement that 
all houses be set back 17 feet from the 
street. 


Another 
featttre in the government 


plans is allowing- good street width. 
The streets at Yorkship village, N. J.. 
are a good 
type, being 60 feet 
wide. 


But the travelled way is made only IS 
feet, thus reducing maintenance bills. 
The rest of the space is taken up by 
the 
sidewalks, and 
strips of grass 


planted with trees, thus giving a fine 
park effect. 


Here in Newark we have not made 


the mistake in building seen in so many 
places. 
But there is always room for 


inprovement. Those who plan to build 
as soon as the war is over, should 
refuse to buy tiny lots of land cut up 
so small that in time the neighbor- 
hood 
will 
be a congested district.

disfigures a residence district. 


Back yard fences are .-not usually; kept 
well painted 


On the contrary it is held that wire 


and iron fences 
and 
hedges expose 


filth to publicity and therefore promote 
neatness, they make a town look like 
an. open park, and stimulate competi- 
tion in raising flower gardens and at- 
tractive lawns. They throw down so- 
cial barriers, lead people to get better 
acquainted, and thus work co^jpera- 
tively for community enda. The open 
back yard stimulates competition for 
community ends. The open back yards 
stimulate competition in beauty. 


The old time back yard fence has 


wholly disappeared in many places. It 
is an expensive proposition on present 
costs of lumber and labor. 


People 
who want to have their 


boundaries marked find hedges serve. 
that purpose admirably. They turn a 
lot from hard and unattractive bit of 
real estate into a nest of beauty. 
If hedges are well selected, of some 
variety of plant not subject to winter 
killings, they will mark the boundary 
line for many years. They save the 
cost of pointing, and the only bother 
is the annual job of clipping them. The 
children of the family or of your neigh- 
bors, will do it for a small price, if the 
householder is too occupied.

In the Transvaal they were Ju«t as ef- 
feetn el£ married under the Dutch law 
as if both had been present in tbe 
eanie church. 


The bridegroom sent to his friend, 


or best man, in Amsterdam a power 
of attorney to represent him as his 
proxy at the ceremony, and at the 
same time forwarded his glove, which 
at the proper moment, -when the two 
tvere made one, was held by both the 
bride and the proxy. 
The wedding 


was duly registered at Amsterdam 
and at Pretoria, where the bridegroom 
filed an affidavit with the proper mag- 
istrate. 


This curious form of marriage is a 


pnreJy. Dutch institution, the custom 
having originated, It is said, in the 
old times of Dutch-Batavian rule. It 
Js, however, a dead letter in the Trans- 
vaal since the English took over that 
colony.

IDEAS ABOUT AGE ARE WRONG 


Writer Complain* That World Thinks 


of All Men As If They 


;. 
' 
. .Were Young. 


It Is the fashion nowadays to speak 


of a youth of eighteen as If he were a 
child, and of u inifu of thirty-five as 
If he were yet growing. The ancients 
had no such Ideas, and it has taken 
the lack of seriousness of the past 
three or four generations to spread 
hem as they are. I often remember 
with pleasure a reference of Guy Pu- 
tlu—the . charming literary physician 
of .the:: seventeenth century—to a M. 
Lenglet, a man of twenty-six, pro- 
fessor of rhetoric at ther College d'Hur- 
court, rector of the Paris university. 
Guy Patln says a man of twenty-sir, 
as he might have said a man of forty- 
six ; there is not the least Intention of 
contrasting this man's years with his 
high position. William Pitt was not 
supposed either, to be a crude youth, 
and the French revolutionists—most 
of them men between twenty-five and 
thirty-five—were never taxed with 
immaturity. 


We think of all men who are.not 


elderly as If they were young men, 
liable to the mistakes of young men, 
and this not Infrequently leads them 
to act as If they really were very 
young men. But most lads of seven- 
teen are clear about their ethical code, 
and who is there who has gathered 
some experience, and has not found 
that the possibility of foregoing the 
cleanliness of their souls is more un- 
pleasant to them than to most of their 
seniors?—Ernest Dimmet, in Atlantic 
Monthly.

Aerial Postal Service; 


Negotiations for aeHal postal serv-
